V. Claims 11-13, drawn to method for selecting treatment using unspecified 
differentially expressed markers, classified in class 435, subclass 6 or 
other class and subclass depending on what is being evaluated. 

VI. Claims 16-18, drawn to method for evaluating treatment using unspecified 
differentially expressed markers, classified in class 435, subclass 6 or 
other class and subclass depending on what is being evaluated. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ).
